gaue the firſt plot of perfect prayer, of 
his one propoſing, moſt plaine, pure, 
pretious and ptofound, in theſe wordes, 
Our Father which art in heauen, &c. To 
the ſubſtance whereof, although there ca 
be nothing added, nor from thence any 
thing can be taken awaie, without mani- 
feſt impietie: yet are wee not ſo ſtrictlie 
tyed to the wordes thereof onelic, but 
that wee may according to our ſeuerall 
occaſions (which are infinite) dilate vp- 
on the ſame to our comfort in him, with-

but defire to bee tauglit : and expecte no 
praiſe, but euen in hart yeeld al the praiſe 
to him, that was, and is the guide and 
ſt>ye of all that truely ſeeke to ſetue him. 
Which I beſeeck him to grant vs, faithful- 
lie at all times to do:not onely in the out- 
ward word, with the lips onely, & with a 
ſhewe alone, but with the inward affeRi- 
on of the heart, with the longing deſire 
of the ſoule, and the ardent conſent of 
all the powers of our bodies... So (ball 
our prayers pleaſe him, and euen the 
groanes of our heattes, which paſſe 
in blence, ſhall preſent our cauſe before 
the tribunall ſeat of our good God:who 
is alwaies neere at hande, and readie to 
performe what is moſt neceſſarie for our 


eſtates in this life, which in refpect, is but 


a ſpan long: yea, could wee liue a thou- 
ſand

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ſand yeares, it were but as one daie. Wee 
may not too much regard the ouetdain- 
tie maintenance ofour corporal eſtates: 
wee may not ouer-curiouſlic ſeeke the 
meanes to become admirable in reſpect 
of our authotitie, of our riches, of our 
friendes, and of our caſuall pleaſures; 
where with alaſſe our weake natures; oui 
fraile conceites, and our carnall defires 
are often beguiled, and our poore ſoules 
often dangered and miſcaried. Where - 
fore it behoouetk vs carefullie, firſt and 
before all thinges, to ſeeke the kingdome 
of GO D, the waie, the meanes, and 
the guide thereunto; which is not to bee 
ſought elſe where. It is not in the out ward 
vie we; and thereſore to bee ſought from 
aboue, & to be ĩnwardlie receiued & c6- 
preh ended by faith: Tris che łkingdome 


of the myſteries of God, It is the keeping 


of his commandements, and the due o- 
bedience vnto his will, The waie therun- 
to is by grace (che gift of God) which he 
giueth'to them that faithſully askir; The 


meanes to helpe vs thereunto, is Chriſt 


the ſonne of God : who, ſitting at the 
right hand of the Father, obtainech and 
ſendeth vs that grace, which ideth vs;

benefire ofthe mediation of Chriſt vn- 
to his Father for vs, we are not diſcbar- 
ed of this neceſſarie exerciſe of praier;

graces of God: which are the thinges, 
without the which, all our praiers, all 
our ſpeeches, bee they manie or fewe,be 
they lowde or filent, bee they of what 
kinde of ſhew ſoeuer, auail nothing: Bur 
wee muſt firſt found all our defires and 
praiers vpen an vndoubted taith: wee 
muſt poure them from the varie bote 
tome of aur hearts, and continue them 
in a godlie patience, and all in the name 
of Chriſt leſus : ln whoſe name and for 
whoſe ſake all things neceſſarie are pro- 
miſedto be giuen to thoſe that aske ac- 
cording to the will of God. Wherein we 
mult note, that wee are not permitted 
raſnlie to defire. anic thing according to 
the deſite of fleſnlie imagination, bee it 
in our one conceites neuer ſo meete & 
neceffiricz for t he wiſedome of the fleſh 
is fooliſhues before: God: But wee muſt 
firſt duelie conſider, what direction the 
word of God giueth vs, in chat behalfe: 
and then in all humilitie, to repaife vn- 
to the fountaine, from whence that gift 
(for which we praic) muſt come; to wha 
a the 
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the name of Chtiſt; the cauſe of all 
our good ſucceſſe in pur petitions, Wee 
are ſinfull, and therefall great, yea, the 
greateſt occaſion ro flie vnto God, is for 


the forgiuenes of ſinnes, & in this point, 


haue all men cauſe to vſe this exerciſe. 
For who ſo is ſinſull, & ſecking no redres 
for that ſore, dyeth of that diſeaſe, hee is 
in perillof death eternall · And if any man 
(in his one conceite) acquite himſelfe 
from fin, and ſuppoſe himlelfe free from 


falling before God, in ſame gricuous of- 


fente, & therein flatter himſelfe, and re · 
fuſe to repaire vnto God for parqon of 
his crime, great is the danger, that that 
little fparke of preſumption may inkindle 
in k:ch a ſoule, to his vtter condemnati+ 
on, Wherefore, great is the occaſion, 
which the ſinne of euery day, yea of eue - 
rie houre miniſters vnto the ivſt to call 
vnte God not onely for pardon, but 
for ſtrength to vnde rſtand that, which of- 
ten at vnawares ouer commeth the moſt 
godly, Wee muſt therefore, in this bo- 
halfe, bee carefull to repaite vnto the 
heade of our comfort heere, leſus Chriſt 
the lambe of God, that taketh away the 
ſins of the world. Many are the worldly 
occaſious which force euery man to ſeel 
reliefe at the handes of God, which wee 


are not onely permitted, but W 
e

ded to doe: not by out on corrupt and 
eruerle meanes, which we are not one- 
lie not permitted, but forbidden to vie. 
We muſt ducly weigh and carefully con- 
ſider our wants; for great are t he errors 
of fleſn and bloud in this behalfe, For, 
alaſſe, we ſee that the long rains of licen- 
tious and wil full libertie haue extended 
too farre in this point, mote then in the 
daies of our forefathers. For when t hey 
were in diſtreſſe, when they were in dan- 
ger, when they were in moſt perilous e- 
ſtate they diſclaimed their one meanes + 
and cleaued vnto the prouidence of 
God, they forſooke the aide of the fleſh, 
and framed their deſi ros according vn- 
to the ſpirit. Elias in the wildernes. Da- 
viell in the Lions denne. Ioſeph in priſon, 
Dauid in diſtreſſe, and all the holie ones 
in olde time, in all their troubles, leſt 
worldlie truſt, and addreſſed the mſelues 
onelie to the aide of the liuing GO D: 
not refuſing ſuch due lawfull meanes, 
as in his wiſedome he prouided, and that 
paſt all humane hope. The children of 
Iſraell hee deliuered through the redde 
ca, in time of danger: hee gaue them 
both foode and water, by vnexpected 
meanes: he deliuered Peter, Paule, and 
others from the enemies handes mira- 
ulouſlic in his wiſedome : and he _ 
ck 
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keth ſo, for all that truſt in him, at this 
day. For bis good wil & loue is not dimi- 
niſhed, nor bis power & louing had ſhort 


ned, but in his wonted loue, hee helpeth 


all that relie vpon him. But ſuch is the 
peruerſe crookedneſſe of mans nature, 
that now in theſe daies, they ſtriue euen 
to denie che abilitie of God in working 
for his: and by their actions they thinke 
that the arme of God is weakned, his po- 
wer leſſened & his care of his childrẽ not 
to be as then it was. And therefore they 
relie vpon the aid of man, the helpe of 
fleſh & bloud. the ſtrength of their one 
arme, the wiſedome of their owne pates, 


and the imagination of their own heads, 


the broken reede of Egypt: wherin they 


diſclaime the helpe af God, the mercie, 


the loue, the care and prouidence of the 
moſt higheſt, For alaſſe doe wee not ſee, 
that how manie ſoxtes of men, ſu manic 
meanes to maintaine their eſtates ? The 
rich,into whoſe hands God hath vouch- 
fafed his giſtes, they giue glorie to their 
owne deuiſes, and preſume ae 
owne policies, keeping their ſtare for a 
deere yeare : whereas the will of God in 
giuing, is to the relicte of their needie 
rethren. Now, for that the will of God is 
broken; the poore oppreſſed, and them- 
ſelues thereby highlie 1 —

hemſelues faithfullin the providence 
of God, in that they feare, that if they 
iue, they ſhall impoueriſh themſelues. 
hey think not how God wroughrwith 
he bountifull widdow of Sarepta, Sliat 
. Woſiclie in multiplying that, whereof the 
| Wiber2llic gaue for his ſake, They rather 
Fooliſhly endeauour to heape vp riches 
not knowing vho ſhall-inioy them: they 

purchaſe lands, and know not whoſhall 

inherit them: they build gayhonfes; and 
nov not who ſhall poſſeſſe them; and 
latter themſe lues, and ſay, Soule, take 
| Ethine caſe , whendeath ſtandeth a“ the 
doore, readie to take their ſoule from 
them. And being thus ehe aked with the 
Priches of the world, the remembrance of 
he feruice of God , is baniſhed to the 
mareriall Church, where if they preſent 
emſelues on the Sabboth day, they 
thinke it a ſufficient diſcharge to heare

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great is the frailtie remaining in the 


moſt, God grant patience to all. Such is 
the common courſe of flcſh and blood, 


accompanied with diſtreſſe, that forthe 


moſt patt, either violence, or impati- 
ence ,or Wiltull rebellion againſt God, 
is the ctkc& of their conceiprs, touching 
their hard eſtate. And ſo farte vnlike 
Chriſtians (for the moſt part) wee take 
the croſſe of Chriſt, that in ſteede © 
being followers of him, wee ſecke te 
denie him: inſtead of patient accep- 
tanct thereof, wee will wilfully caſt it off 
by meanes vnlavvfull, by robberie, by 
theft , by violence , and by blood, And 
if opportunitie ſerue to neither of theſe, 
we euen take counſell of Jabs wife, to 
curſe God, and (in a brutiſh manner) to 


leaue the beſt refuge , namely torepaire 


to GOD, and at his hands to ſceke 
that; which in good time, hee giueth 
to all vs; in faith de ſiring it: whether ir 
be relie e in puuertic, with Elias; ſree- 
dume from bondage, with Daniell; de- 
liuerie from enemies „ uith Dau id; or 
conifort in all diſtrel es, with the chil- 
uren of Iſraell. But the moſt ofs ſeeke 
wrong meanes in ſuch diſtreſſe, Where - 
in wee erre; not know ing that as God 
was louing vnto Iſraell, ſo hee is louin 
vnto all that loue him true ly, that ca 
ypon 
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vpon him faichfully, that attend his aide 
patiently, and obey his will duely. And 
therefore , why ſhould any man ſtand 
doubt full of reliefe at the hands of him 
that neuet failethto pet forme that which 
he promiſeth, namely, that if we aske, we 
ſhall haue: it we ſeeke, we ſhall finde: if 
wee kaocke, hee will open the gau of his 
mercies, and poure the dewe of his bleſ- 
ſings plentifully vpon vs, not regarding 
the perſou of any, but the obedient 
hearts of all. And therefore may the ſin- 
ner penitent, the rich man truly liberall, 
and the poore diſtreſſed man taithfull , 
(ro their comforts reſort to the throne 
of God, in praters, and bee aſſuredly 
heard to their aſſured pardon in the 
blood of Chtiſt, to their comſort as well 
in pouertie, as in abundance. 

It reſteth no that wee pray one for 
another : fot our gratious King, that

ſidered and regarded now, in the time of 
the light of truth: For where wee ſhould 
haue great care to liue well, wee liue in 
wicked ſecurity: where Wee ſhould haue 
greater care to do: well, wee fooluhly 
think to line for euer, and ſo are wee 
oftentimes taken vnawares. But let vs 
perſwade our ſelues, and not onely per- 
ſwade, but fully reſolue our ſelues that 
we (hall die, and let vs indeauour to 
make a good end. For a good end excu. 
le th a bad life paſt, and an euill end is a 
great argument of an euill life, and eter- 
nall death. 

Fot ſak ſinne, and imbrace death wil- 
lingliezſo ſhalt thou ſceme happy in this 
lie, and not vnhappy at the houre 
death · In the morning, thinke not to live 
till night, and at night thinke not to liue 
till morning : ſo (alt thou live much 
the more circumſpectly, and be aiwaies 
ready to die. 

Account thy ſelfe in this world but

and taketh vs vnawates. Whercfo:e 
grant, Oh God of my lite, that I may 
haue ſuch continuall care, fozeſtght 
and diligent reſpect vnto the direction 
of my dougs, cogitations, and woꝛds, 
as I load not my pooze ſoule ſo much 
with the burden of ſenſeleſſe ſecurttie, 
finne and iniquity, that the body (be⸗ 
ing ſuddainly intangled with the ſnare 
of death) be carried where there is no 
reſt, no ioy, no comko:t oꝛ conlolation;
